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BOARD RULES. 
TEACHERS TO 
TAKE COURSE 


Will Combat Inroads Made 
by Such “Canned” Music 
as Radios, Etc. 


Adopting the principle of having 
elementary plano music taught itn city 
schools to students who desire to take 
the courses, the Edmonton Public 
School board Tuesday night officially 
agreed with suggestions advanced by 
J, 8S. Atkinson, director of the Canu- 
dian bureau for the advancement of 
music, following Mr, Atkinson's ex- 
planation of the proposed system of 
operation 

Mr, Atkinson said that the bureau 
existed for the advancement of music 
by the children to eliminate to some 
extent the inroads of “canned” music 


in the homes, such as the radio 
phonograph and reproducing piano 
The bureau fully agreed with this 


type of music in the home to some ex-
